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IN 1 BURNING HOUSE. 


DEATH OF MRS. FREDERICKA OLE- 
SON AND HER DAUGHTER. 


Their Home Uatches Fire While the Hus- 
band Is Absent, and Ogi One of the 
Three in It Is Rescued—The Bodies Car- 
ried Out by a Neighbor Who Di«covered 
the Blaze—The Structure Destru,ed Be- 
fore Any Engines Arrived on the Scene— 
Grief of the Husband. 


Mrs. Fredericka Oleson and her 2. year old 
daughter, Fredella, were burned to death in 
their home at Johnson avenue and Fifty- first 
street last night and another child, a boy 3 
vears old, now lies at his grandfather’s house, 
Justine and Fifty-first streets, suffering from 
burns that will probably prove fatal. 

The origin of the fire is a mystery. The 
Oleson house, which was located in Brighton, 
was a one-story frame building, standing near 
the corner and fully 100 yards away from any 
other house in that sparsely-settled 
district: The husband and father, a 
thrifty Swede, made a living by 
running a dairy. Shortly before 6 o’clock 
last night he left home, and at 6:45 o’clock 
August Meyer, the nearest neighbor to the 
Olesons, while eating his supper chanced to 
look out of his side window, and saw that the 
rear portion of the Oleson house was almost 
entirely enveloped in flames. Meyer had 
seen Oleson leave the house, and knew that 
Mrs. Oleson and the children were alone. 

When Meyer reached the scene the house 
was entirely in flames. Meyer hesitated for 
an instant and then rushed through the flames 
into the narrow kitchen. He had preceeded 
but a few steps when almost blinded 
by tHe dense sinoke and the in- 
tense heat he stumbled over 
the prostrate body of Mrs. Oleson. Taking 
her in his arms Meyer staggered out into the 
open air, where he deposited the unconscious 
woman on the ground. 


The red glow of the fire had attracted neigh- 
bors and some person hunted up 
a telephone and sent ‘word to 
the Lake Fire Department that a 
fire was raging at that place. A still alarm 
was sent out, but when the Fire Department 
reached the scene the house had been de- 
stroyed, Meyer, meanwhile had again forced 
his way into the house and in one of the 
front rooms found the dead body of little 
Fredella. Hastily handing it from the win- 
dow ta some men who came up at that mo- 
ment, Meyer turned his search for the little 
boy. 


Searching for the Boy. 


The fire was crowding close upon him, and 
it was by the light from flames overhead that 
he prosecuted his search for the missing child. 
The intense heat brought blisters on his face 
and singed his hair, and the people who had 
congregated outside became apprehen- 
sive for his safety and called to him 
to leave the house. The heat had about 
forced him to abandon his search 
when his foot struck a soft object near the 
front door. Meyer raised the object up and 
found that it was the body of the little boy. 
As Meyer raised the little fellow he moved his 
head and called for his mother. 


Meyer's clothes were now burning, 
but placing little boy’s bead 
beneath his coat he staggered through the 
open doorway and fell unconscious in the 
street. Willing hands grasped him ‘and hur- 
ried him, with the boy, to Meyer’s own home. 
Then a physician was called and the 
extent of their injuries | examined. 
Meyer's injuries were found to de 
severe but not serious, it 
was thought that the boy would not survive 
the night. He had been burned) about t 


trom the smoke and heat. Fredolla was also 
burned about the face and head, while Mrs. 
Oleson had been burned about the head, face, 
hands, aad arms. 

The dnfortunate victims had all been res- 
cued from the house before Oleson returned 
from his work, and when he saw the work of 
the fire his grief was uncontrollable. He 
prostrated himself upon his wife’s body, and 
was with difficulty taken from the place. 

With his suffering son he was taken to the 
home of his father-in-law on Fifty-first and 
Justine streets, while the dead bodies were 
taken care of by local undertakers and pre- 
pared for the Coroner. 

The loss on the place will reach about $1,000 
—about $800 on the house and the remainder 
on the contents. 


MUST ALWAYS PAY FOR NEGLIGENCE, 


Contract as to Damages on a Telegraph 
Blank Held to Be Inoperative. 

Montreau, Que., Jan. 19.—[Special.]—The 
Court of Appeals today gave its opinion of 
the contract which telegraph companies have 
printed on the blanks which they furnish. 
The case on hand was that of Laurence vs. 
The Great Northwestern company. While 
Mr. Lionel Laurence was in New York one of 
his employés sent him a dispatch saying: 
“Writing you tonight.“ The sentence was 
made to read: Waiting you tonight.“ Con- 
sequently Mr. Laurence made an unnecessary 
trip from New York to Montreal, and sued the 
telegraph company for $200 damages. The 
court in the first instance awarded $30, the 
actual cost of the trip from New York. The 
company appealed from this decision. The 
proof established the fact that theerror was 
due to the negligence of the employés ot the 
company, but the appellant set up the plea 
that dispatches were sent under a contract 
which declared that it would not be liable for 
damages resultmg from errors unless the dis- 
patch was repeated and then only to the 
amount of fifty times the price paid for the 
message. Such a contract the court declared 
to be contrary to public policy, and any con- 
tract by which a party sought to fix the pun- 
ishment for his faults was illegal. The judg- 
ment was confirmed.

LUMBERMEN ALLEGEDLY INDICTED. : 


United States Grand Jury Said to Have De- 
cided Against the Association. 

Sr. Paul. Minn., Jan. 19.—[Special. |—The 
rumor afloat last night that the United States 
grand jury had returned an indictment 
against the Mississippi Valley Lumber Manu- 
facturers’ Association of wholesale lumber- 
dealers, it is asserted today, was made on 
unquestionable authority. It is added that 
the indictment was found as stated, 
and that it will be placed in the hands of the 
Clerk of the United States District Court to- 


morrow. The indidtment, it is said, charges 


the association with having formeg a trust or 
combine to establish a monopoly in lumber 
in the Northwest and enhance the price of 
all kinds of marketable lumber. Attor- 
ney W. E. Hale of Minneapolis has made 
a careful investigation 
and finds that the law against trusts provide 
that there must be a monopoly, and, second, 
that the prices must be extortionate. The 
facts in the present case he holds to show that 
there is neither a monopoly nor an extortion 
—that the prices on lumber are not unreason- 
able and that there is no combination in any 
way. It is understood that Mr. Hay holds 
practically to the same opinion. 


CAPT. BASSETT STATES HIS POSITION. 


The State Treasurer Ought to Be Satisfied 
with His Salary Alone. 

Prom, III., Jan. 19. — [Special.}] — The 
Peoria Transcript will publish tomorrow an 
extended interview with Capt. Bassett, the Re. 
publican candidate for State Treasurer, in 
which he clearly defines his position on the 
subject of the emoluments attached to the 
office. He has announced himself to be 
strongly opposed to the perquisite system 
and says that if he is elected to fill the office 
he will be content with the salary, $3,500, 
which he believes the law intended for it.. Up 
to the present the Treasurers have been dt aw- 
ing the $40,000 to $60,000 interest a year on the 
money paid in by the taspayers, in addition 
to the $3,500 designated as the salary of the 
office. 

In Capt. Bassett’s opmion the interest on 
the State’s money belongs to the State, the 
same as revenue received from any other 
course, and that the law never contemplated 
fixing $3,500 as only a portion of the salary.

CincrxxATT, O., Jan. 19.—[Specia).]—Chas. 
Weatherby and ex-Police Commissioner Ste- 
vens, who have represented H. B. Claflin & 
Co. of New York in this city, were arrested 
this afternoon on warrants sworn out by Leo 
Frank, agent of the New York concern, 
charging them with having embezzled 
moneys, checks, and negotiable instruments 
to the value of $69,98!. The embezzlement is 
alleged to have continued since the year 1888. 
Weatherby and Stevens failed in that year, 
and, taking charge of the business, Claflin & 
Co. put the twa men in control as employés, 
Stevens’ father, who is wealthy, becom 
ing their surety. They were arraigned in the 
magistrate’s court this afternoon, being rep- 
resented by T. C. Campbell of New TR. At 
the request of the prosecution the preliminary 
hearing was set for Feb. 8 Weatherby and 
Stevens were released on $5,000 bond each. 
Civil proceedings will be begun against. Levi 
Stevens, the surety. The actual shortage 
is said to be vearly $100,000, Weatherby is 
one of the oldest merchants in the city, hav- 
been in business here for thirty-five years. 
Stevens figured in a sensational divorce pro- 
céedings, and a few months ago accidentally 
killed a man, subsequently marrying the 
niece of his victim. 
The alleged fraud consisted in the removal 


of goods from the store and appropriation of 


funds belonging to Claflin. Although ex.

Each article of theinventory would 
read blank goods at so much, naming the 
amount in the margin, the number of the 
articles not bemg aspecified, and al 
that the invoice showed wat the 
lump. amount in dollars. This was 
taken to Kramer & Kramer to be verified as 
the correct invoice, and they refused to so cer- 
tify it. Then the New York agent took com- 
plete charge and the same clerks made the iu- 
ventory, specifying, of course, each article 
and giving the amount, with the remarkable 
discrepancy of between $40,000,and $50,000,

EVIDENCE AT THE\ LAST SESSION, 


Boller No. & Was Reported Defective as 
Far Back as January, 1889, 

At yesterday’e session of the inquest it was 
shown by sworn testimony that boiler No, 5 
was defective as long back as Janvary, 1889, 
and that Springer had been notified of the 
fact by one of the City Boiler Inspectors, yet

Yesterday’s proceedings were exceedingly 


dull, and it was with evident relief that the 
jury retired at 50’clock to consider its ver- 
dict.

This 
was in answer to Juror Orvis, who asked him 
which would be the most conclusive evidence 
of criminal negligence on the part of Springer 
if one of thethree theories which had been 
advanced was accept2d—first, low water; sec- 
ond, lifting of the water; third, defective ma- 
terial. Low water, Mr. Allen said, would 
— the blame on the water tender, but the 

aws of the country would be responsible for 
the other two. He said that had his company 
been aware that the valve appliances for boil- 
ers Nos. 5 and 6 were not on Springer’s prem- 
ises it might possibly have affected the issu- 
ance of the policy. As it was, his company 
had accepted Springer’s plant as a first-class 
risk. Sixty percent of the boilers insured by 
his company were, like Springer’s, without 
—— appliances such as fusible plugs or pop 
valves. 

Joseph Bee, a practical boiler manufacturer 
of thirty years’ experience, had examined 
boiler No. 5 and gave it as his opinion that 
the explosion was caused by a lifting of the 
water. “Unequal firing and opening a valve 
suddenly and too wide will cause water hft- 
ing, he added. He would not say wno he 
thought would be to blame if the expiosion 
was caused by unequal firing; but in regard 
to the valve bemg placed on anotner person’s 
premises he said he thought it should have 
been on Springer’s own territory.

The WDistrict-Atternsy of Denver, Who 
Prosecuted the Condemned Man, Ex. 
plains the Evidence That Was Pro- 
daced to Connect the Physician with 
the Crimé—The Prisoner's Influence 
Over Mrs, Barnaby—No Chance for Es- 

dal the Gallows. 
I, N. Stevens, District Attorney of Denver, 


» who prosecuted Dr. Graves and brought him 


under the present sén- 
tence of death in the 
celebrated Graves-Bar- 
naby murder trial, was 
at the Grand Pacific 
yesterday. With his 
wife he was en route to 
Washington and other 
Eastern cities for a va- 

cation. 
The reports tele- 
graphed from Denver 
as to this trial have 
maliciously misrepre- 
gented the facts,” said 
DR. GRAVES. he. “We have not 
searched for the mo- 
tives of. the correspondents, but they have for 
some reason given Chicago papers garbled ac- 
counts of that trial, The Denver correspond- 
ents of Chicago papers are a good class of 
people for the Chicago papers to investigate. 
I will tell you the story of that trial. Dr. 
Graves has been sentenced to die Jan. 31. The 
Governor will probably grant the desired ex- 
tension of sixty days so as to give the defense 
an opportunity to make every possible objec- 
tion. The outlook is that Dr. Graves will be 
executed if not Jan. 31 then at the end of the 

sixty days. 

The verdiet of death is approved by all 
the property-holders of Denver, by ail those 
who expect to make Colorado their home, and 
by the business-rnen of Denver. Those who 
find fault with the verdict are the ones who 
are opposed to capital punishment and those 
individuals who are seeking notoriety, who 
would as quickly lead a mob to lynch a man 
as to try to get some one out of prison. 
The case was carefully tried by one of the best 
Judges in criminal cases in our State. The 
jury was composed of leading business-men 
of Denver. The court decided every impor- 
tant question of law during the entire trial in 
favor of the prisoner, The evidence of, the 
State was overwhelming. Out of twenty-six 
homicidal cases I have prosecuted during my 
term of office, in twenty-three of which 1 se- 
cured convictions, the evidence in this was the 
strongest of any. 


What the State Showed. 

** The State showed that Dr. Graves robbed 
Mrs. Barnaby of between $20,000 and $30,000, 
and that, learning that she was about to with- 
draw all her property from his control and 
that she was on the eve 
of changing her will, he 
committed murder to 
get the $25,000 which 
was bequeathed to 
him in the will; also 
to cover up what he had 
pilfered trom her. The 
circumstances by which 
he attained the ascend- 
ency over Mrs. Barna- 
by by poisoning her 
mind against her only 
two children and by 
casting the vilest odi- 
um possible on the Mags. BARNABY. 
memory of her dead husband formed an inter- 
esting feature of the trial. He went so far in 
that direction that he tried to get Mrs. 
Barnaby to sign a statement to 
the effect that her youngest child, 
then 16, was not the child of her husband; tcll- 
ing her that if the daughters did not consent 


to giving her what he desired he should have 


at the time of the contest of Mr. Barnaby’s 
will that she could hold this document: over 
them and force them into a settlement. He 
also represented to her that Mr, Barnaby had 
left to a mistress i) Providence $1 , in 
cash at the time of hu death, Which of course 
was shown at the trial to be absolutely false. 

The prosecution showed at the trial that 
seventeen days before thé decree of court was 
entered in accordance with the settlement 
agreed on by the daughters, and before it was 
definitely settled that Mrs. Barnaby was to 
have anything under the contest, Graves in- 
duced her to make a will, which was drawn by 
Ballou, in which she left Graves $25,000 and 
— hira sole executor of her estate without 
bon 


Complete Dominance Over Mrs. Barnaby. 


„This was accomplished—the first act—as a 
result of the complete dominance Graves had 
obtained over Mrs. Barnaby by poisoning her 
mind respecting the members of her family. 
The same day the will was made Graves in- 
duced her to sign two powers of attorney 
giving him complete contro} over everything 
she in the world and giving him 
power to col in fuli the $105,000 from the 
executors as it fell due. As soon as these several 
instruments were executed Mrs. Barnaby was 
sent away from Providence. With the excep- 
tion of ten days at two different periods there- 
after ehe was not permitted to return to Prov- 
‘jdeneé im the year and a half that elapsed 
pgior to her death. Dr. Graves was afraid, of 
course, that if she was in Providence, where 
she had many relatives on her mother’s side, 
they might interfere with his plans. Sbe was 
kept in Florida in the winter of 1890, and on 
her return in May of that year, during the 
few days she was in the City of Providence, 
Dr. Graves improved the time by getting her 
tosign another power of attorney granting 
him the privilege of investing ali her funds in 
whatever manner he might see fit. 


The Trip to the Adirondacks, 


„% She and the maid in June went into the 
Adirondack Mountains, where Mrs. Barnaby 
had been in the habit of visiting annually for 
the last fifteen years. It was while here ‘that 
Mrs. Barnaby desired to buy a cottage for 
$4,000. Her intentions in this regard were at 
once reported to Dr, Graves by Sallie Hatley, 
and the result was the most infamous letter 
ever written from one person to another. Dr. 
Graves in this letter told Mrs. Barnaby that 
some people had come from the Adirondacks 
and were circulating scandalous reports about 
her and one Edward Bennett; that they had 
said that she was about purchasing a cottage 
under the guidance of Bennett; and that 
if she undertook to do anything of the kind 
or did not do exactly as he (Graves) 
wanted her to, m every particular, he 
would have a guardian appointed; that if she 
had a guardian appointed she could not set 
her foot out of doors or obtain one cent of her 
own money er go any place without the ex- 
press permission of her guardian, and that she 
would be as helpless in the hands of this 
guardian as a child three years old. 

“Graves represented that the executors of Mr. 
Barnaby’s will had advised him as to this 
course. Graves admitted on the witness stand 
that all the information contained in the letter 
and about the people coming from the Adi- 
rondack Mountains with such reports, and in 
fact as to the contents of che letter, was all 
absolutely false and that the only information 
he had was from Sallie Hanley. 

“The executors prior to Graves“ going on 
the stand had shown that they had nothing to 
do with the matter and never heard of it be- 
fore, because they had no control over her af- 
fairs in the least. Graves admitted on the 
stand that he had told his wife that 
ports had been circulated about Mrs. 8 
and had gotten’ his wife to write to Mrs. 
Barnaby about them, and that everything he 
had told his wife about it was fatse.

“April 7, about the time Mrs. Barnaby ex- 
pected to reach Denver, Graves transferred 

om her account in one bank and deposited 
to his own account in another bank the entire 
remainder of her funds, $10,000, for which 
transaction ha never undertook to give the 
slightest excuse or explanation. There was 
also an additional $9,000, by his own state- 
ment on the witness stand, unaccounted for 
which he did not explain. 

How Grayes Took Her Death. 

9 notifled of her death Dr. Graves, 
after vising with his wife and mother 
started for Denver because, he said, he could 
not bear the idea of her body coming back 
alone and also because he said she had 
$20,000 of diamonds on her person that he 
thought it was his duty to protect, He was in 
such a hurry to get started that he left on the 
midnight train and went by New York instead 
of waiting until next morning and taking the 
quicker route | * Worcester. He took the 
limited train to New York, but just before he 
reached Chicago he thought he would go to 
Sterling, III., to visit an uncle whom he had 
not- seen or heard of for thirty years. He went 
to Sterling, drove six miles out in the coun- 
try, staid unti r came back, 
took a slow train to Cedar Rapids to visit an- 
other relative whom he had not seen for years, 
and instead of reaching Denver Wednesday 
did not get there till Friday. There he made 
no inquiries as to the cause of death or wheth- 
er the body was still in Denver. 

His delay in reaching Denver was made 
to see if there was any suspicion of foul play 
attached to the death of Mrs. Barnaby, and,

the physicians in att@ndance, or anything of 
the matter, he rushed.out. He spent the day 
‘in Denver in drivmg about the city with a 
friend and in visiting saloons. Ou the return 
trip from Denver he deserted the funeral 
party at Jersey City and hastened to Provi- 
dence, where the newspapers had begun ac- 
cusing him of the crime of murdermg Mrs, 
Barnaby. Then, without justifica- 
tion or excuse, he heaped the 
vilest slanderg on the dead woman. 
His object in so doing was to prevent ber 
family from pressing any investigation against 
‘him. He threatened all sorts of scandal 
‘against the family. A week after he reached 
Providence Mr. Conrad, son-in-law of Mrs. 
Barnaby, arrived and after leading Graves 
along, assuming a cordial manner with him 
to learn what he knew of the crime, ‘Conrad 
was astonished at hearing Graves admit to 
to him that he sont the bottle to Mrs. Barnaby, 
but that when he sent it there was nothing in 
it but pure whisky. Graves made this state- 
ment to Conrad on the express promise that it 
should never be used against him. 

A Detective in the Case. 

“Conrad then tried to induce Graves to 
make thatstatement to K. G. Henscomb, whom 
Conrad represented to Graves as his half 
brother, but who was in reality a detective. 

‘onrad also urged hin to tell bis family. 
Gravea replied: ‘I will kill myself first, for 
I have already told them that I know nothing 
of the le, and if [now admit any knowl- 
‘edge of Tt¢hey will all desert me.’ 

“The next day Conrad prevailed on 
him to tell Henscomb, the detective. 
He made the statement to him on condition 
thas it should never be used in a court of 
justice against him. They both urged him 
then to publish a statement to that effect. He 
replied. I will kill myself first.’ They then 
urged him to telegraph the District Attorney 
of Denver, who is myself, of the statement he 
had made and to offer to go before the grand 
jury. He finally telegraphed me to the effect 
that he had sent the bottle and would go 
before the grand jury. 

“On reaehing Chicago he got hold ofa 
paper in which was the telegraphed statement 
as to what Gravee had admitted to Conrad 
and the detective. He stopped at Chicago 
and telegraphed to friends in Denver to re- 
tain the best legal counsel. 

The State proved on the trial that the in- 
scription on that bottle was in Graves’ hand- 
writing. The State proved by Prof. Haines 
of Rush Medical College that the liquid in the 
bottle never contained any whisky, and that 
the preparation contamed 24 per cent of 
arsenite of potassium, which could only be 
compounded by a person who understood 
chemistry; that it would take eight days 
to prepare it, and that such a preparation al- 
ready eompounded of the strength of this 
was not kept for Sale in any drug store in the 
world. Prof. Haines also analyzed the cork 
from that bottle. Ho gave as his opinion that 
nothing but this particular fluid had ever come 
in contact with that cork, that no whisky ever 


sicians, one selected by the prosecution and 
one by the defense, that Mrs. Worrell, the 
other woman who partook of the poison, was 
still suffering from arsenical poisoning. It 
was shown at the trial that all that saved Mrs. 
Worreli’s life was the fact that she had eaten a 
light lunch that day, which caused the poison 
ta be thrown off her stomach immediately 
after she had taken it. The State showed on 
the trial that the stamps on the package were 
almost certainly purchased in Providence, be- 
cause of the peculiarity in the 15-tent stamps 
for sale in that city at that time. The bottle 
in which the poison was tailed had the in- 
itinls H. T.“ blown in the neck. We finally 
found that meant Henry Thayer & Co., a firm 
which furnishes bottles widely used in New 
England. The prosecution showed at the 
trial that Graves knew intimately the habit 
Mrs. Barnaby had of taking a small dose of 
whisky as atonic; that she diluted it with 
water and sweetened it with sugar. In fact, 
Graves stated on the stand that he had direct- 
ed her to take exactly sucha mixture asa 
tonic. 

r Sufficient to Kill with One Dose. 

“Thus the poison was made of sufficient 
strength to certainly kill with one dose in the 
quantity she was in the habit of taking, as it 
had been prescribed for her by Dr. Graves. 
The State showed that Graves well knew that 
Mra. Barnaby was dissatisfied with his man- 
agement of her property and knew ber inten- 
tion to transfer its management. It was also 
shown thatit was her intention to invest 
considerable funds in Denver through 
E. 8. Worrell, This was known to Graves. 
The State showed that his object in invest- 
ing her cash in worthless stocks and bonds 
wag to cover up hig own profits in the trans- 
action and his own deficiencies and to give him 
the opportunity as the executor of the will 
without bonds to close out the business at his 
leisure and still retain position that would 
pay him a fair salary as | as he could find 
pe reg to do.

Bluster and Braggadocio on the Part of the 


Other Competitors Will Not Have thé 


Slightest Effect—Senator Gorman and. 
His Lieutenants Say the Convention 


Must Go to the Northwest—St. Paul's In- 


ducements to the Newspaper Men—Chi- 


cago Will Make No Fight. 

Wasuinetor, D. C., Jan. 19.— [Special. 
Milwaukee and St. Paul are the only names be- 
ing seriously considered by the National Dem- 


*ocratic committeemen for the of the 


next nominating convention, and bluster and 
braggadocio on the part of the other compet- 
itors will not have the slightest effect on the 
committee, It is generally conceded that 
these two places contain all the requirements 
for accommodating the crowds which will 
flock to a national convention; and the only 
question now is which city can offer the best 
inducements. Milwaukee’s representatives 
are prepared to show by maps, diagrams, and 
pictures of hotels and apartment houses just 
what their people can do, and the St. Paulites 
are similarly provided with attractive draw- 
ings in support of their plea. Both these cities 
have established their headquarters on busi- 
ness principles at the Arlington Hotel, where 
the National committee will meet Thursday, 
while the otber candidates for convention 
honors do not seem to enter into the contest 
with the spirit and eneryy of the two leading 
competitors, 

Tammany sent over a delegation to boom 
New York, but in the face of Senator Hill's 
repeated declarations that it will not be advis- 
able or judicious forthe Democratic hordes to 
congregate at the metropolis it is pretty hard 
for the shouters from Gotham to make any 

rogress in the matter. Detroit, Indianapo- 
fis, Cincinnati, and Kansas City are bunched, 
with little, if any, prospect of overtaking the 
leaders, and Senator Brice does not appear to 
be exerting himself to any great extent in be- 
half of his Queen City—Cincinnati. 

Senator Gorman and his lieutenants, Mesers. 
Brice and Hild are quoted as authority for the 
statement that the convention must go to the 
Northwest to offset the Republican gathering 
at Minneapolis, and it is with this trie that the 
representatives of Milwankee and St. Paul 
are now laboring so vigorously, but as unos- 
tentatiously as possible. 


Gov. Peck’s Prediction. 
Gov. Peck’s presence is proving profitable 


to the Milwaukee idea, and he does not besi⸗ 


tate to declare that putting the convention at 
that city will mean a Democratic majority in 
the State of Wisconsin in the ensuing Presi- 
dential election. This proposition is being 
worked for all there is in it, and the saintly 
city folks find it an almost insurmountable 
obszacle in the way of their cherished plan for 
obtaining the national convention. 

With a view to counteracting the charge 
that Minneapolis has discriminated against 
press representatives at the approachi 
publican convention the St. Paul meu propose 
to take care of the newspaper men on equal 
terms with delegates to the convention, and 
even go further. Their idea is to set aparta 
hotel for a press headquarters, wherefrom 
every one else shall be excinded during 
the sessions of the convention. This 
hotel will be fitted up as a club-house where 
the working members of the press can 
live while in St. Paul, having their own ca- 
terer and their meals served at such hours as 
will prove most convenient to themselves. No 
other boarders will be taken during the stay 
ot the newspaper men and the latter can take 
their choice between .the Colonnade and the 
Metropolitan Hotels, either of which is within 
a stone’s throw of the Auditorium, where it is 
proposed to hold the convention, 

Allof the contestants are undef one roof 
and the workers for the respective cities are 
tireless in their movements wherever a point 
can be made to their advantage or a delegate 
to the national body buttonholed. From this 
tine onward there will be little rest for the 
leaders or the rank and file and the best place 
is sure to win. 

One of the other inducements offered by 
Milwaukee is to theeffect that it is only 
two and a half hours’ ride by fast train from 
Chicago, and that if guests should not feel sat- 
istied with the hotel accommodations offered 
them the Western metropolis is within 
easy hailing distance. But the ers scoff 
at the idea of not being able to take cate of 
all who want to visit the national convention 
and to make things pleasant and agreeable 
for them. 


Chicago Will Make Neo Fight. 

The friends of Chicago have definitely de- 
cided to make no fight for the national con- 
vention in the interest of that city. The an- 
nouncement was made today by Congressman 
Cable, wno holds the proxy of the Illinois ua- 
tional committeeman. 

It can be definitely stated, said he, that 
Chicago is not in the fight. She has the World’s 
Fait appropriation to look after, and her cit- 
izens, so far as their expressions have come to 
me, do not think it desirable that Chi 
should appear to be importunate for all. the 
good — at the disposal of the American 
people. Hence I will make no fight for Chi- 
cago,’ 

Chairman Durborow of the World’s Fair 
committee, who was ldrgely influential in 
quelling some of the enthusiastic friends of 
Chicago, said:« “ We have given our word 
long ago that Chicago was not after the con- 
vention. It would be indelicate for us now to 
make a fight for it. We are counting upon 
the good will of too many other cities and 
States for the $5,000,000 appropriation for the 
World's Fair.“ 

Although 1 think it wise for Chicago to 
make no contest,“ said Mr. Springer, pet I 
think she should be pre to receive the 
convention in case that honor should bo ex- 
tended to her. Her prominent citizens should 
be prepared to make the same pledges and 
assurance of accommodation that were made 
in 1884. But she should make no request. 
The initiative should come from without, not 
from within—from the committee in case 
other cities ars not deemed so desirable, and 
not trom Chicago.“ 

Accompanying an additional Milwaukee 
delegation which arrived today were several 
prominent Illinoisans who will labor in the 
interest of Milwaukee. It is understood that 
Mr. Cable will vote for Milwaukee, but that 
gentleman authorizes no positive statement 
on that subject. 

Congressman Burke Cockran is displaying 
reat activity in the interest of New York and 
eels hopeful of success. Every reason, 

says he. which should operate, to secure a 
convention exists in New York. We have the 
best accommodations, the best hotels, ana the 
best Democratic majority.

Republicans Not Called to Committee Meet. 
ings or Given a Hearing. 

Arpany, N. T., Jan. 19.—[Special.}~—The 
geg rule was extended to the Assembly today, 
Chairman Bush of the Ways and Means com. 
mittee presented a favorable report upon the 
substituted Enumeration bill. Messrs. Hus. 
ted, Deyo, and Malby, Republican members, 
dissented. Mr. Husted moved t6 recommit 
the bill on the ground that the Republican 
members were not aware that the committee 
was in session until ten minutes before the 
opening of the Assembly, and then only by 
accident.

The Kepublican members were cut off from 
debate on several amendments offered by the 
previous question bemg moved by Chairman 
Bush.

Clerks, instead of the Secretary of State, rs 
point the enumerators; that the enumerators 
be required to take oath of office; that enu- 
merators making false returns be deemed 
guilty of misdemeanor; that the names of 
aliens be separated from citizens; that the 
time of taking the census be June instead of 
February ; and that the appropriation be re- 
duced from $200,000 to $55,000. 

Tne bill was rushed through to a third read- 
ing by a strict party vote. Mr. Bush gave

RHODE ISLAND'S FAIR EXHIBIT. 


Gov. Ladd Is in Favor of the Greatest Lati-+ 
tude in Securing a Fine Display. 

PRO VNR, R. I., Jan. 19.—[Special.}— 
The General Assembly met today for its long 
session and tne Governor read his annual 
message.

WASHINGTON STREET TUNNEL SCARE. 


A Faulty Grip on a Milwaukee Ayenue 
Train Threatens a Collision. 

There were a few minutes of suspensé for 
passengers in a Milwaukee avenue cable-train 
going-down-town yesterday afternoon. The 
grip-car had only one trailer; and as it after- 
wards turned out this was a fortunate circum- 
stance. Both the gripand trailer, which wasa 
North avenue car, were crowded with passen 
gers. 

It was noticed that on its way down-town 
the train was traveling sloWly, but no par- 
ticular attention was paid to the fact until it 
had entered the tunnel and had gone half 
way up the grade. The grip then showed an 
inclination to let the cable slip through 
without drawing the cars. 

Twenty yards behind came a Madison 
streét car thundering along. Its grip was all 
right. The Milwaukee train finally came toa 
dead stop. The conductor on the last car put 
on the brake and waved his hand warningly 
at the gripman on the train followmg. Those 
passengers who were standing up surged 
toward the doors, but the Madison street 
train had como to almost a hait, and the one 
which was causing so much alarm gradually 
started at a smart pace again on its way up- 
grade. It took five minutes for it to cover 
the fifteen or twenty yards of its upward 
journey. 


GEORGE P. POMEROY’S ESTATE. 


Special Report of the Executor Relative to 
the Litigation Involving It. 

Frank R. Chandler, executor and trustee 
under the last will and testament of George P. 
Pomeroy, made a special report to Judge 
Kohlsaat relative to the litigation which has 
involved the large estate. First is recited the 
final decree entered by Judge Tuley, declar- 
ing that George P. Pomeroy was of jsound 
mind when he executed his will at Paris, 
France, Feb. 24, 1887, and also when he added 
his codicil in Chieago June 9, 1887. The exec- 
utor states that while the suit was brought in 
the name of Eugene Cowles Pomeroy, the in- 
fant of decased, yet the evidence showed that 
the real contestants of the will were Julia 
Pomeroy Morrison and Josephine Pomercy, 
sisters of testator. “Charles W. Chase of Cleve- 
land, O., the guardian of the child, was one of 
the defendants, and strenuously protested 
against the injustice of attack: the sound- 
ness of the father’s mind in name of his 
infant son. 

A great volume of testimony was taken to 
show that the testator’s disposition of his 
estate was free from any undue influence on 
the part of any of the contingent devisees. A 

revious will to the one in question was ex- 

ibited containing about the same provisions. 
The report avers that it may well be consid- 
ered of inestimable value to the child, when 
he shall have grown up to manhood, that his 
father’s honored name has been freed from 
the imputation of unsoundness of mind. 

Mr. Chandler says he will make a further 
report when the United States Supreme Court 
decities a case relative to the obligations of 
Julia and Josephine Pomeroy to the estate of 
George P. Pomeroy.

A NEW POSTOFFICE FOR CHICAGO. 

Two bills have been introduced in the 
House of Representatives providing for the 
construction of anew Postoffice Building in 
this city. The need of one is admitted. The 
Postoffice Department and Congressmen gen- 
erally have come to understand that the pres- 
ent Government Building is dissolving into its 
original atoms and that if something is not 
done the Pestoffice employés will be working 
in the open air ona heap of disintegrated 
sandstone. 

The bill dratted by Congressman Taylor ap- 
propriates $4,000,000 fora new building on 
the present site. There is ground enough for 
the purpose providing the architect, instead 
of. putting up a beautiful and useless edifice, 
will put up a steel and terra-cotta office struct- 
ure after the Chicago model. One difficulty 
about usmg the old site is where to accommo- 
Late the Postoffice while the work of rebuild- 
mg is going on. If it were forced into 
cramped and inconvenient quarters during the 
World’s Fair year it would have tocarry on 
its greatly increased work under trying cir- 
cumstances.“ Another difficulty is that the 
majority in the present House is anxious to 
* a record for cutting down expenses. It 

seek to spend as little as it can dyring the 
first’ session prior to the election of a Presi- 
dent. During the second session it wilt be 
under no such restraint. It has been feared 
by some that if the city tried to get four mill- 
ions for a Postoffice as well as five for the 
Fair it would fail 5 in securing the 
Hirst. 

Gen. Newberry's bill provides for a new 
site. It directs the authorities to get one on 
the Lake-Front between Washington and 
Jackson and fronting on Michigan avenue. 
No appropriation is made because it is cus- 
tomary to provide for the money in one bill 
and for the site in another. This location 
suits Postmaster Sexton and the Supervising 
Architect, who is a Chicago man, and it has 
the advantage that an edifice could be put up 
there without interfering with the use of the 
structure on Adams street. When the new 
building was finished the Postoffice people 
could move into it from the old one and the 
latter then could be torn down. 

But if this plan should be adopted it will 
take rapid work for the new office structure 
to be available by the time the World’s Fair 
opens. The United States is particular about 
the titles to the land it builds on. Before it 
began construction on the Lake-Front it 
would insist on action by the Council, the 
State Legislature, and all other parties in in- 
terest, securing it a perfect title. But if Con- 
gress will pass at the present session a bill 
appropriating for a new building then the 
State and the city will do all they can to 
smooth away every obstacle and secure the 
land for the government. If the money is 
available the land can be obtained and the 
quick-working Chicago contractors will run 
up an office structure for Postoffice purposes 
in abundant time for the Exposition. 


NEW PUMPS AT BRIDGEPORT. 

The Commissioner of Public Works has 
asked the Council to appropriate $73,000 for 
new boilers and two new pumps at the Bridge- 
port works, in order that it may be possible 
to throw iato the canal 60,000 cubic feet of 
water per mmute, that being the quantity 
which the city 1s required to furnish when the 
canal is in condition to take it. 

Although the city has little money to spare, 
this recommendation of the Commissioner 
should not be neglected by the Finance com- 
mittee and the Council when. passing on the 
Appropriation bill. The necessity for action 
is emphasized by the fact that no relief can 
be expected from the Drainage Board. Had 
the plans been adhered to which Mr. Cooley 
and his assistante set aside the dilution of Chi- 
cago sewage could have been increased in a 
short time, and Chicagoans would not have 
been compelled to rely on the Bridgeport 
works alone for freedom from poisonous 
water. Organized as the Drainage Board is 
now, on a strictly do-nothing basis, it is most 
important that the canal pumping works 
should be kept in perfect condition.

This 
accident happening so soon after the previous 
one shows that it has made no impression on 
railway or street-car employés, or that such 
mishaps are a necessary accompaniment of 
grade crossings. 

What will the city do to prevent the recur- 
rence of such accidents? Its authorities have 
been notified by the Coroner's jury that this 
particular crossing is a dangerous one. Will 
they leave itso? And if so, and another per- 
son is killed there, dhould not those authori- 
ties be held criminally responsible? Can the 
Aldermen be heid guiltless if they fail to pass 
necessary ordinances? 

The Aldermen met night before last and 
held a long session, but the topic of grade 
crossings did not claim their attention. They 
spent a good deal of time in discussing an im- 
practicable, demagogic, “no-seat-no-fare ” 
street-car ordinance, but they had not a mo- 
ment to spend on the protection of street-car 
passengers at gtade crossings. Yet while 
those who use the ¢ars would be glad to get 
seats they would be still more pleased if they 
were assured that they will not be smashed up 
by steam-cars, They would rather stand up 
than be run over by a locomotive. 

The Aldermen seem inclined to do nothing 
either for the future or the present. They do 
not seem to be willing ‘to order the erection 
of viaducts or tlie elevation of tracks or to 
take steps to prevent murders at grade cross- 
ings while such structures are erecting. They 
discussed a street railroad franchise at great 
length, but they dodged the more important 
question of protecting human life. It will 
take many more deaths to awaken the City 


Fathers to a sense of their responsibilities. 


But accidents are happening in such swift suc- 
cession that it may not be long before the 
lives necessary to arrest their attention have 
been sacrificed. _ 


ALDERMANIC INDIFFERENCE TQ PUBLIC 
IMPROVEMENTS. 

Whenever an ofdinance granting the most 
insignificant franchise is referred to a com- 
mittee there is no difficulty about securing a 
quorum to pass on it. But when an ordinance, 
through providing for some much-needed 
public improvemént, has nothing in it for 
the Aldermen then the committee finds it im- 
possible to get 4 quorum. That is the fate 
of the subway ordinance, which was referred 
to the joint Committee on Streets and Alleys 
of the North and South Divisions. Some 
meetings were held, apparently to give various 
individuals a chance to state at length their 
frivolous objections, and then the Aldermen 
lost interest in thé subject and it became im- 
possible to secure the attendance of enough 
of them to enable the City Engineer to sub- 
mit the report he had been called on to make 
giving the cost of the work. 

Monday morning the Chairman tried to get 
a meeting, but out of twenty members could 
raise only five.. Therefore at the evening ses- 
sion of the Council he had to make the hu- 
miliating confession that he had been unable 
to get a quorum at the last three trials and to 
ask for permission to return the ordinance un- 
acted on. Thereupon one of the Twenty-f J urth 
Ward Aldermen moved that the ordinance, to 
which he is opposed for some unknown rea- 
son, be placed on file. This was not enter- 
tained and the committee was instructed to 
report in thirty days. 

Since three-fourths of the joint committee 
will not attend its meetings it is difficult to 
see what is gained by the instruction of the 
Council, It simply means that the commit- 
tee is allowed to hang on to the ordinance for 
a month longer and waste that much precious 
time. The probabilities are that when the 
thirty days are up these slothful Aldermen 
will have made no headway, and the ordi- 
nance will have to be reported back without a 
recommendation. 

That might just as well have been done 
night before last. Thę ordinance will have to 
be fought over in the Council, and the sooner 
that conflict comes off and is disposed of the 
better. The enemies of the improvement 
would like to kill it by delays, and they will 
fight it after that fashion as long as they are 
permitted to do so. When they are unable to 
stave off action longer they will try to vote 
down the measure, 

The Chairman of the joint committee should 
make every effort to get a meeting this week. 
Should he be unable to do so then he oaght to 
repurt his ill-luck at the next meet.ng of the 
Council and ask to be relieved from the con- 
sideration of the subject and that that body 
proceed with its discussion. This side-tracking 
ofan improvement the necessity of which is 
so apparent should not be suffered to continue 
longer.

“ BEARING THE MARKET.” 

The statement that certain men on Change 
every now and then engage in what is to them 
the pastime of bearing the wheat market has 
been objected to as wide of the mark. It is 
said to have been done in former years, but 
not now. It is claimed that the trade is all the 
time under the legitimate influence of the law 
that regulates prices to the proport:on existing 
between supply and demand. This may be 
partialiy true, but the view is not held by 
every member of the Chicago Board of Trade. 
A few of them, and these belonging to the re- 
ceiving class, think the market is often under 
the influence of artificial conditions to a 
greater or less extent, and that the constitu- 
tional bears too often haye things all their 
own way. 

Three of the daily circulars iss ued last week 
by a prominent commission firm may be 
quoted in this connection. Tuesday the mar- 
ket was stated to be “entirely in the hands 
of the short sellers.” Thursday it “broke 
sharply under the pressure of short selling.” 
Priday’s circular contained the statement: 
The Chicago bear ring has finally succeeded 
in creating a pani¢ throughout the world, All 
the energies of the trade have been directed 
to breaking down the price of wheat in the 


| United States, which they have finally suc- 


ceeded in doing, and in so doing have neces- 
sarily carried the kets of the world down 
with them.“ followed the statement in 
Wednesday’s letter: “The situation has 
shaped itself to this extent that if Western 


| Europe wants wheat for the next four months 
| there is no place excepting the Atlantic coast 
3 where is can be ob- 
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not such an alternative be desirable may per- 
haps be inferred from a study of the condi- 
tions in other lines of trade where the specu- 
lative feature is not u prominent one. That 
speculation could be dispensed with may not 
be denied, but it is not certain the farmer 
would be better.off in consequence. It has 
been freely charged that-within the lasttwo or 
three years the prices paid for cattle were 
| dominated and fixed by an slleged syndicate 
of firms against whom the sellers were power- 
less, and it may be open to serious question if 
the wheat market would not be controlled in 
the same way by a few big milling firms if the 
speculators were driven out. 

So the matter is a difficult one to decide. 
But it is nevertheless true that prices for grain 
are sometimes hammered down by the bear 
element regardless of actual merit and with 
no care for the interests of the producer. This 
appears to have been the case last week, with 
no occasion therefor éxcept an estimate that 
our crop is larger than previously guessed at 
by a quantity which is insignificant in com- 
parison with the wants of bread-eaters if one- 
half the news from the Old World be true. If 
that kind of “trading” could be discouraged 
by law without damage to the legitimate 
handling of produce as it passes from the 
producer to the consumer it would be well. 
But that it can be done is another matter. 
Usually it has been found that legislative at- 
tempts to control the course of trading have 
done more harm than good. Would it be so 
in this instance? 
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THE CHILEAN NAVY. 

It is useless to contest the fact and it is 
equally unwise to conceal it that Chile has a 
strong navy, and thatin case of war it is likely 
to give this country some trouble at first, 
though in the end it must succumb to the 
greater resources of the United States. If 
the existing navy is not powerful enough to 
cope with the Chilean vessels and at the same 
time to protect our ports it goes without say- 
ing that it will not be long before there will be 
a fleet on the ocean that nothing can with- 
stand. 

The report made by Lieut. T. B. M. Mason, 
U. S. N., in 1888, to Secretary Chandler of the 
war between Chile and the allied Republics of 
Peru and Bolivia contains an accurate state- 
ment of the strength of the Chilean navy at 
that time.’ Its vessels included the armored 
rams Almirante Cochrane and Blanco Enca- 
lada, builtin England, 3,560tons displacement, 
the armament isting of six Ninch Arm- 
strong rifles, one 20-pounder, one 9-pounder, 
one 7-pounde?, and two machine guns, speed 
ten knots an hour; the corvettes O' Higgins 


and Chacabuco, 1,670 tons displacement. three 


7-ton, two 70-pounder, and four 40-pounder 
Armstrong rifles; the corvette Abtas, 1,050 
tons displacement, three 150-pounder and 
three h- pounder Armstrong rifles; the sloop 
of war Esmeralda, which is now unservicea- 
ble; the corvette Magellanes, 772 tons dis- 
placement, one 7-tom, one 64-pounder, one 
20-poundér Armstrong rifles; the gunboat 
Covadonga, 412. tons displacement, two 70- 
pounder Armstrongs, besides several side- 
wheel tendérs and small coast steamers. Since 
that time the government has made material 
additions to its fleet, among them the iron- 
clad Huascar, captured from Peru, 2,000 tons 
displacement, withan armament of two 12- 
ton Armstrong guns and two 40-pounders, and 
the protected cruiser Esmeralda, 2,810 tons 
displacement, two 26ton breechloading guns, 
six 4ton guns, besides machine guns, Inu 
January, 1890, the Chilean fleet included 3 
ironclads, 1 deck-protected cruiser, 10 first- 
class, 2 second-class torpedo boats, 2 cor- 
vettes, 3 rams, 2 dispatch vessels, 2 trans- 
ports, and 4 sailing vessels. There are under 
construction and nearly finished one ironclad 
of 6,000 tons, the Capitan Prat, built of 
steel, to sail 17 knots an bour, with 
four Ninch guns and a powerful supple- 
mentary battery; three deck- protected 
cruisers, one of 4,500 tons and two of 2,000 
tons each, all of steel; and two torpedo gun- 
boats. It is also reported that Chile is nego- 
tiating for the purchase of two armored coast 
defense vessels built for the Argentine Repub- 
lic, but which it cannot pay for. They are 
armor-clads of 2,700 tons, carrying 8-inch 
guns and protected by inch compound 
armor. During the delay attendant upon 
negotiations the Chilean Government has not 
beén idle. It has ransacked Europe for war 
material and has purchased large numbers of 
torpedoes, At the outset, therefore, the 
Chileans will be in a position to make a stub- 
born resistance, particularly if they aave the 
advantage of their new vessels. When such 
vessels of ours, however, as the New York, 
Miantonomoh, Monterey, and Vesuvius get to 
the scene of action there will be no question 
as to the result, even if the superior skill and 
seamanship of our officers have not decided 
the struggle before their arrival. 


THE GOLD DOLLAR UNIT. 

It is reported that Jerry Simpson of 
Kansas has introduced into the House at 
Washington a bill to amend the act of Feb. 12, 
1878, by striking out the words providing that 
the gold dollar “ shall be the unit of American 
coin“; the intent of the bill being in effect to 
repeal the law establishing gold as the stand- 
ard of value in the United States. It is sup- 
posed that this would leave the silver dollar 
as the standard, and perhaps it is thought the 
effect of that would be to deprive gold of so 
much of itscommercial value as to bring the 
two metals nearer to the parity of 16 to 1 than 
hitherto in the last few years. If not, the gold 
basis isto be abolished anyhow, and what- 
ever may be the consequences of the change. 

This deliberate attempt to lower the value 
of the pecuniary unit is a direct result of the 
legisiation of nearly two years ago, by which 


| the United States recognized the silver dollar 


as having two values, one for buying and the 
other for paying out. It provided that the 
Treasury shoflld exact a dollar’s worth of 
silver for every dollar certified to as having 
been received, but should pay out only 3714 
grains of pure or 41244 grains of standard sil- 
ver foradollar. The first feature is the only 
dne that should have been recognized as bind- 
ing in both transactions. The dollar’s worth 
of silver ought to have been made payable in 
the redemption of the certificates as well as 
in their issue. Now it is proposed to take the 
lesser of the two as the sole standard, making 
in effect the 871k grains of pure metal the 
unit to be received by the United States, as 
well as paid out by it, and thus at one stroke 
reducing the real value of its revenues by 
some 28 per cent. It also would reduce in the 
same ratio the effective value of every dollar 
which working men and women, including 
those of Kansas, have on deposit in the sav- 
ings banks, and that of every doliar they would 
receive in payment of wages during the sev- 
eral months that must elapse while the wage 
scale was being adapted to the new cunditions. 
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nontha, all of them by tha e 
dollars, each worth a hundred cents. The 
honest ones did not wait for thé chance of- 
fered them by Simpson and Peffer to pay in 
depreciated dollars, which would be the rule 
in case the gold unit were abolished, and 
which j ly would be worth considerably 
less than 72 cents as a consequence of the 
United States ceasmg to patronize the silver 
mine owners at the rate of 4,500,000 ounces 
per month. In case Simpson’s bill. he passed 
they can justly complain that other debtors 
are being dealt with on far more favorable 
terms than they were, and some of them might 
feel like calling on him to refund a part of the 
difference, though of course they could not re- 
cover damages. But what of the men who 
would he deliberately robbed of more than a 
quarter ot the debts owing to them? Would 
they have no redress? 

Simpson and Peffer and their associates ‘in 
this fraudulent movement todebase the stand- 
ard of fnoney value might weli quail before 
the storm of indignation that would rage 
around their ears on the discovery of the real 
character of the result. Apparently the great 
mass of the people do not now realize what 
that result would be. They do not understand 
what tho depreciation of earned surplusages 
and wages for the near future would be, or 
how much the buying power of both would be 
reduced in case this insane proposition be- 
caine a law. If they did they would demand 
with united voice that these fellows shall no 
longer jeopardize their interests by shouting 
for fred silver. But the fact of the public not 
being alive to the consequences now will only 
make their deferred indignation all the 
stronger when it is once aroused. The proba- 
bility is that Jerry Simpson and his crowd will 
be glad, ti hunt their holes in order to escape 
from the wrath of the people if the govern- 
ment should ever be bamboozled into agree- 
ing to the debasement of our monetary unit 
as proposed by the fellows who are mouthing 
far fred silver coinage in the United States 
irrespective of what the rest of the world may 
do. f 


REAL WINTER WEATHER. 

About 4 year ago the idea wag entertained 
rather extensively that this part of the globe 
would not again te visited by winters of the 
old-fashioned kind of severity. It was said 
the settlement of the country, draining it, and 
interseeting the surface with networks of 
electric wires and steel rails, had wrought a 
radical change in the climatic conditions. 
The deduction was claimed to be as good as 
proven by the fact that we had had three mild 
winters in succession, a sequence having no 
other place in the memory of the oldest inhab- 
itant. Editors were asked to publish it to the 
world ahd give the reasons for believing that 
a large part of the United States had passed 
into a ne meteorological era, in which deep 
snows ana below zero temperatures would 
have na place. 

It is now evident that all this was prema- 
ture. True, the first few weeks of the present 
winter were of the mild variety in most parts 
of the Union, and not a few of those who had 
laid in the biggest possible stocks of fuel be- 
gan to think they must have made a mistake. 
But winter is here at last, in real earnest. The 
40 degrées below zero reported from many 
points in the Northwest is pretty bitter 
cold,“ nd the line of minus 30 seems to 
have extended far towards the southern 
boundary of Iowa, which is very unusual. 
The Southern States, too, have been invaded 
by the chld wave, Arkansas reporting it the 
most setere felt there since 1871. Rain, snow, 
and ice geém to have been liberally distributed. 
over the whole country, though the depth of | 
snow is not yet so great as in some former 
seasons. Chicago thus far is favored with a 
not disagreeable temperature, for which we 
are ind¢bted to our position near the head of 
the lake, It has been bad much further south; 
even Caira, at the extreme southern point in 
this State, reporting a single cipher as proba- 


bly marking the height of the mercury Mon- 


day night. There need be no doubt that we 
are experiencing a winter of the old sort, with 
the excéption that it did not commence so 
early as it used todo. Yet even this fact is 
not without a parallel. Old citizens can re- 
member that twenty-eight years ago the bitter 
weather: which set in with the beginning of 
January was preceded by conditions that were 
interpreted to mean an open winter. Yet 
that New Year’s day brought us about as bit- 
ter weather as has ever been experienced in 
this region. 

Thus there is no warrant for the theory that our 
seasons have undergone a radical change of 
character. They are irregular, and the ob- 
server is apt to reason inaccurately because 
his observation does not extend far enough or 
his memory fails to report the past correctly 
to the present. Probably it is a little of one 
and a great deal of the other. The seasons 
run in cycles, which so far as the knowledge 
of man goes are uncertain, but for aught we 
can new téll may yet be reduced to law as 
certainly as the different points in a complex 
curve cab all be deduced from one algebraic 
equation. We know that the change from 
summer to winter, and back again to the sea- 
son of warm weather is due to the varying 
declination of the sun, that in turn being 
caused by the tilting of the earth’s axis of ro- 
tation away from a perpendicular to the plane 
of its orbit. But why some winters should be 
mild and others severe, sometimes in series 
and at athers in rapid alternation, has not 
been discovered. These irregularities have 
been reasoned out to be due to changes in the 
set of &ir and ocean currents, but what 
causes tham is a mystery. Deviations in the 
latter have been thought to be attributable 
to lunar action, but this idea is untenable, 
and for the reason that if it were correct, 
and no other cause than the moon operating 
to produce them, we should have a complete 
cycle of variations from the average weather 
of the season, the cycle running its course 
each nineteen years. That it does not is ap 
parent ftom an inspection of the weather rec- 
ords in jong settled areas. The scientific 
men have yet to tell the cause of the irregu- 
larity, but while they are at work on it we 
may dismiss the notion that here or else- 
where d great permanent alteration of cli- 
mate has been established within the last few 
years.

SEARCHING FOR THE UNFORTUNATES. 


Seventy-three Bodies Kecovered from the 
River Kura—Revolt Reported in Persia. 
St. Pererssura, Jan. 19.—The search for 

the remains of the unfortunate persons who 

met their death in the terrible catastrophe 
which occurred at Tiflis yesterday on the oc- 
casion of the ceremony of the blessing of 
the waters of the River - Kura has 
been rapidly continued since the 
accident happened. The water has 
been carefully-searched in the vicinity of the 
spot where the struggling mass of humanity 
tumdled into the river when the temporary 
bridge ovér which the procession was 

Passing gave way beneath the weight of 

the great crowd and went crashing with its 

living burden into the stream. The remains 
of seventy-three persons have been taken from 
the water, but the bodies of unfortunates are 
still lying at the bottom of the river. 

Revolt Reported in Persia, 

A Tiflis paper reports that there has been 
fighting at Kallasdash arising from a revolt 
fomented by Persian priests on the tabacco 

uestion, and that reinforcements are needed 
rom Teheran to suppress the movement, the 
local troops having been defeated by the in- 
surgents. In this engagement it is said that 
eight soldiers and 200 rebels were killed and 
more than 100 wounded. 

Cannot See the People Starve. 

The male inhabitants of Chelabinsk are 
leaving by hundreds to avoid seeing their 
families starve to degth. The unburied car- 
casses. of horses and cattle lie in every direc- 
tion, together with human bodies. The only 
food left is dry mixed herbs. A traveler from 
that locality says that hardly anybody ap- 
peared to have partaken of food for three 
days before his visit and that all were expect- 
ing death. ‘The whole village took the last 
sacrament together. 


FOR THE VICTORIA NYANZA, 


The German Expedition Under Borchert 
About to Make a Start. 

ZANZIBAR, Jan. 19.—The German expedition 
under the command of Herr Oscar Borthert 
is about to start for the Victoria Nyanza, tak- 
ing with it the sections of the steamer Her- 
mann von Wissman. Herr Borchert was for- 
merly commander of Dr. Peters’ Emin relief 
expedition, but had not proceeded 100 miles 
from the coast before he was attacked by fever 
and compelled to return. 

The present expedition is composed of be- 
tween 5,000 and 6,000 men, including ship- 
builders, dock-builders, and other mechanics, 
who will construct a dock-yard and docks on 
the shores of the lake and will put together 
and launch the steamer. 

The German East African company will ad- 
vance 400,000 marks to construct the tracks, 
and also the further sum of 80,000 marks to be 
devoted to the construction of roads.

Those of the Fiftieth Congress to Be Adopt- 
ed—Some Modifications. 

Wasnuinetos, D. C., Jan. 19.—It is known 
that there will be only a few changes made in 
the rules of the Fiftieth Congress. The modi- 
fied Holman rule of the Forty-eighth Congress 
under which legislation was permitted on appro- 
priation bills when germane and in the line of 
retrenchment in expenditures will be re.

FOUND IN THE DISSECTING-ROOM, 


Body of a Woman Who Died of a Peculiar 
Disease Stolen from the Grave, 
IxDIAx Arona, Ind., Jan. 19.—[Special. }— 
The body of Emma J. Cossel was stolen early 
this morning from a suburban cemetety at 
Mount Jackson. The woman died about four 
weeks ago after years of sickness with a dis- 
ease that baffled the physicians. The discov- 
ery that the grave had been opened was made 
by W. H. Speer, who was on his way home 
after midnight and saw tracks and fresh earth 
on a line leuding to the graveyard. He fol- 
lowed the tracks into the city and past the 
very house of S. B. Carboley, where the 
woman died, he being her sister’s husband. 
He was aroused „continuing the search, 
the body was finally located in the dissecting- 
room of the Central College of Physicians and 
Surgeons, one of the two largest institutions 
in the city. ae 
The janitor denied all knowledge of the 
delivery of the body and thereby makes him- 
self liable to felony. The statutes makes ita 
felony to conceal or attempt to conceal a 
stolen body. Dr. J. B. Loag, a neightor of 
the dead woman before her death, has charge 
of the dissectmg room, and while denyin 
knowledge of the subject’s identity, admitt 
a woman’s body had been received and turned 
it over to her friends. The grave clothes had 
been removed and the body lay among athers 
on the floor. The night was exceedingly 
stormy and snow lay several inches deep, mak- 
ing it easy to track the vehicle. The ghouls 
are thought to be known and will be punished, 
the deceased being connected with one of the 
oldest families in the county.

The report of the Atchison, Topeka and

about the operation of the system as a whole. 

Previously reports were made of the various 
roads separately. 

Since the figures now published are the aver- 
ages of all those lines, a larger experience 1s 
needed before judgment ean be pronounced 
upon the different items. The Atchison is a 
great system, and while subject to fluctuations 
as to earnings, like all other Western roads it 
seems safe to think that its first mortgage 
bonds are reasonably secure, and the territory 
served will, as grows in population and 
wealth, yield more traffic to the Atchison 
though rival roads build competing lines 
there. It is believed that the country will in 
time grow up to the capitalization of the com- 
pany, and that the readjustment of its bonded 
debt was, therefore, merely a deferring and 
not an extinguishment of former hopes. 

This view, says a New York paper, is sup- 
ported by fair arguments, but as usually held 
it means that nothing more need be done 
about Atchison finances until such time as in- 
creased net earnings shall yield full interest 
on the income bonds, with possibly something 
for the stock. Thus construed, the opinion is 
certainly misleading as contrary to the his- 
tory of all other Western railways and con- 
trary to the facts revealed by a study of the 
Atchison reports themselves; for the company 
must soon have more cap ital.

ARGUMENTS IN THE CRERAR WILL CASE. 


A. W. Browne Speaks for the Contestants 
and Col. Jackson Defends. 
Representing the first cousins and next of 


kin to John Crerar oa his father’s side, 


Attorney A. W. Browne made his argu- 


ment before Judge Tuley yesterday, attack- 
ing the validity of the principal public and char- 
itable bequests contained in the Crerar will.
